Waatalngton, May S.— By direction of 

the president, who approves the find- 
inss, Acting Secretary of War Meikle- 
Jobn made pnbllc the report uul end- 
ings of the military court appointed to 
investigate the charges made by Major 
General Miles, commanding the army, 
tbat the be«f suitplied to tbe army dur- 
ing the war with Spain waa anflt for 
tbe use of the ti oops. 

The most important features of the 
report are: The finding that the gener- 
al's allegations that the refrigerated 
beef waa treated with chemicals were 
not established; that his allegations 
concerning the canned fresh or canned 
roast beef were sustained as to its un- 
sultabillty tor food as used on the 
transports and as a long-continued 
field ration; censure of General Miles 
for "error" in falling to promptly noti- 
fy the secretary of war when he first 
•formed the opinion thet the food was 
onflt; censure of the commissary gen- 
eral (then General Eagan) for the too 
extensive purchases of the canned binf 
as an untried ration; censure of Colo- 
nel Maus of General Miles' staff; tbe 
ending that the packers were not at 
fault and that the meats supplied to 
the army were of the same quality as 
those supplied to tbe trade generally; 
and the recommendation that no fur- 
ther proceedings be tAken in the prem- 
ises. 

The conclusion of the court adverse 
to farther proceedings based npon the 
ehaipta ii.as follows: 

"li has been developed in the course 

of the Inquiry, as recited In this report, 
tbat in some instances Individuals fail- 
ed to perform the full measure of duty 
or to observe the proprieties which dig- 
nify high military command; but the 
court is of the opinion that the mere 
statement in the official report of the 
facts developed meets the ends of dis- 
cipline, and that the Interests of the 
serviee will be best subserved if fur- 
ther proceedings he not taken." 

MILES CKNSrKED. 

There is more or less criticism of 
Oenera] Miles in various portions of 
the report. Probably tbe most direct 
Instance Is the one which states that, 
beyond the criticism of offlrers found 
elsewhere in the report, "thf court 
ends that against none of the ofQcers 
eommaadlng corps, divisions, brigades 
and regiments and their staff officers 
Should a charge of guilty be brought. 

"Tbe court also finds that the ma- 
jor general commanding the army bad 
BO suflcient JustlOcatlon for alleting 
that tbe refrigerated beef was embalm- 
ed or was unfli for issue to troops. It 
also finds that he committed an error 
In that, having belief or knowledge, as 
elalmed, that the food waa nnet; that 
it caused sickness and distress; that 
some of it was supplied under the pre- 
tense of experiment; that other beef 
was embalmed, he did not immediate- 
ly report such knowledge or belief to 
tbe secretary of war to the end that a 
proper remedy might be promptly ap- 
plied." 

The censure of Colonel Maus, Inspec 
tor general on General Miles' staff, is 
baaed upon his failure to call attention 
to charges concerning the beef at 
Chlckamauga contained In a report of 
Inspection made by Dr. (Major) Daly 
on the 26 of October last, In which he 
■tated hie belief that tbe beef was 
ehemleally treated '"The silence of 
Colonel Maus," (foys the report, "on ««o 
important a matter as the chemicalized, 
beef reported by Major Daly and per • 
•onally knQ.wa to himself Is most re 
markabfe." 

The report places the quantity of 
canned roast beef purchased for the 
war by the commissary department at 
6.847.174 pounds. Including 350,000 
pounds which was bronght from liver- 
pool and other English ports. This 
amount Is characterized as extesslve, 
and tbe commissary general (General 
Bagan) Is severely criticised In several 
parts of the document on this seore. 

The court finds that there was neg- 
lect in Cuba, and to a less degree in 
Porto Rico^ in deliverinf tbe refriger- 
ated beff. 



OMith of Vra. Wtlllam A Wkltaoy Aflor 
a Tear of Atony. 

New York, May 8.— It is learned Mrs. 
W. C. Whitney died at her hom>-. West- 
bury, L. I. Three pbysicians were con- 
stantly In attendance at her bedside, 
Mrs. Whitney sustained a serious in- 
jury to her spine over a year ago, by 
being thrown frorn her horse. She has 
since Deen undergoing treatment, and 
last stsmmer was removed from iK-r 
Westbury home to Bar Harbor.i Me. 
Some months later she was brought 
back to Long Island In a yacht. At 
that time her condition was reported 
to be somewhat Improved. This appar- 
ent Improvement continued up to a 
short time ago, when her ease took a 
change fo r the worse.

New York, May 6.— The Cuba- 
American league is trying to pave the 
way for the annexation of Cuba by 
promoting tbe study of the English 
language on the islands and by encour- 
aging and assisting the efforts of the 
annexationists in Cuba. According to 
a letter received by President William 
O. McDowell of the league quarrels 
and discussions among the independ- 
ents in Cnba will greatly aid the an- 
nexationists' work and thousands who 
are now afraid to declare themselves 
will flock to their standard as soon as 
assured that under United States pro- 
tection they will be allowed to vote as 
they please. 

•aiforav* Ivrtirattoii. 

Washington, May 8.— The United 

States geological survey has Just pub- 
lished a report on sewerage irrigation, 
which contains much Interesting data 
on stream pollution and sewerage dis- 
position. This publication reports a 
total of 143 sewage puridcation plants 
in operation in the United States and 
Canada, about 120 of them having been 
either built or projected in the last 
18 years. It says that It is possible 
as soon as tbe advantages of irrigation 
and filtration are more fully known a 
number of chemical purification plants 
will I>e changed to either irrigation 
or eitratlon. 



Luotad bjr Oraehkman. 

Dresden, Ont. Mi^ 8.— The local 
branch of the Canadian Bank of Com- 
merce was robbed of an amount esti- 
mated at about $10,000. The woman 
who takes care of the bank offices was 
the first to discover tbe robbery. The 
front doors of the bank had been pried 
open. Two holfs were bored in the 
vault door, a charge of nitroglycerin 
was exploded find then the ii.ncr safe 
was attacked in a similar manner. The 
burglars gathered up the currency and 
fled. None of the papers in the vault 
were disturbed. The manager of the 
bank says the robbers did not get more 
than 12,000. 

Kn(1<>«t In Snlc<il». 
Minneapolis. May 8. — There was a 
sensational shooting episode on tbe 
street In front of the postofllce. Bern- 
ard OolUng attempted to shoot his 
wife, from whom he was seeking a 
divoici'. Ke fired one shot, wlien 
Judge GllfiUan, who was passing by, 
intervened and struck Oolling's arm, 
causlpf tbe second sbot to go wild. 
A poi>£e man who attempted to arrest 
Golling was the target of the third 
shot, but stumbled and fell, allowing 
the bullet to go over bis head. Golling 
then committed suicide.

Ban Prandeco, May 8. — Articles' of 

incorporation have been filed In tbe 
office of the county clerk by the Na- 
tional Car Equipment company, with 
a capital stock of ' $10,000,000. Tbe in- 
corporators say that tbe main purpose 
of the company la to obtain control of 
patents now in possession of a loral 
corporation for preventing the fiatten- 
icg of car wheels and for regulating the 
pressure of airbrakes. 

MUhait tu Hanolnaton. 

Washington, May 8.— Tbe following 
dispatch has been received at' the navy 
department frmn Admiral Dewey at 
Manilla: '"The Bennington grounded, 
shoal not on chart, on north side of 
Panay, Philippine islands. Came off 
23 hours later. Has been examined by 
divers. Damage Is not serious, but is 
necessary to dock vessel. \ have swt 
to Hongkong. No blame attached to 
any one." 

Agraaa to a SattloBBant. 

Managua, Nicaragua, May 8. — The 
Bluefield correspondent telegraphs that 
CapUin William L. Morey, the United 
States minister to Nicaragua, has 
agreed tO a settlement of the claims 
against the Nicaraguan government. 
The settlement, according to the cor- 
respondent, is favorable to Nicaragua 
and is in the nature of a triumph for 
the minister of foreign relations. 

St. Paul, May 8.— John C, Wagoner. 
wb3 has carried a ballet in his head 
since the Custer massacre, in 1876, 

committed suicide with morphine at 
Stillwater. He was chief of General 
Custer's pack train and was at the 
massacre of Little Big Horn, being 
granted a special pension.

Ings were h"lil n Chicago to voice tli';' 
approval of the policy of the adminis- 
tration with reference to the Philip- 
pine islands:, and to protest against the 
sentiments expressed la*t Sunday at 
the "anti-expansion" meeting held In 
Central Music ball. The aggregate of 
attendance waa probably 10,000. The 
presiding officers of the three meetings 
were Judge Oliver H. Horton. ex-.Iu igt 
Idhn Uartol Payne and Tin m i- i; 
Bryan. Every mention of President 
McKlniey or Admiral Dewey brought 
forth thunders of applause. Tbe speak- 
ers were William Dudley Foulke of In- 
diana, Bishop Samuel Fallov.s, Con- 
gressman Jonathan P.DolIiver of Iowa, 
ex-Congressman George E. Adams, 
Judge Richard 8. TuthiU and Rev. Dr. 
P, S. Henson. 

The Hon. William Dudley Foulke cf 
Indiana spoke in part as follows: 

"We come to testify our loyalty to 
our country and to tbe administration 
which represents that country In Its 
conflict with an armed foe. We conic 
to denounce the efforts of the brood ol 
malcontents who would sow tbe seed 
of discord among our people and par- 
alyze the arm of our executive in deal- 
ing with insurK ( tion. We COme tO 
question the inspired infallibility Of 
those who know so much better than 
the man at the helm how the vessel 
should be steered. 

"The criticisms of our pr'^sidrnt. the 
encouragement given to Agoncillo 
while he was In Washington, tbe tele- 
grams sent to our soldiers not to rc- 
enllst may be Inspired by the purest 
motives, but their inevitable conse- 
quence is to give aid and encourage- 
ment to our enemies in time of war. 
In the great atruggle for our national 
life, some 80 yeers ago, there was a 
large body of men In the north who 
gave support and sympathy to the Con- 
federacy in Just the same way. They 
urged our young men not to enlist, 
they declared onrlnabillty to overcome 
the south, they denied our right to 
subjugate a sovereign state, and all 
throiii;h the war they hung heavy upon 
tbe Union cause. 

"The same spirit is rife todsy. It 
finds Its manifestations in anti-lmpe- 
rlalistlc meetings In Boston, Chicago 
and other laige citie?. It cups ;niil 
criticises and seeks toweaken the army 
while that army is in conflict with th- 
enemy. Whatever may be the inten- 
tions of those who take part in such 
dcmcnsti'atlons, the effect is one cf 
misplaced philanthropy, of maudlin, 
mawkish sentimentality, and the con- 
sequence of the act Is to paralyze the 
arm of the executive In his effort to 
subdue an unntd rchi-iliun. 

"Let us upon our part do whatever 
we can by word and example to 
strengthen the power of the general 
government and assure tbe president 
that he has our loyal support, and th'it 
he can count upon our patriotic de- 
votion." 

Resolutions upholding the adminis- 
tration's policy In the Philippines and 

deploring the lndlre<'t oncouragenitnt 
given the enemy by the critics of such 
policy were adopted unanimously at 
alj the meetings. A copy was read of 
an inflammatory proelaaatlon issued 
by General Aguinaldo to his followers, 
and cabled to the war department by 
General Otis at the time. In which the 
rebel leader ordered the extermination 
of the Inhabitants of Manilla, Filipinos 
excepted, on the night of Feb, 15, 1899. 

0li«a««a !■ Vraaah Cabloat. 

Paris. May 8.— M. Charles de "Frey- 
clnet tendered his resignation to M. 
Dupuy, the premier of the portfolio of 
war. M. Dupuy Immediatfly Fvim- 
moned a meeting of the cabinet, which 
M. De Freyclnet did not attend. At the 
conclusion of the cabinet meeting Pre- 
mier Dupuy had a conference with 
President I^ubet, with the result that 
M. De FM. Camllle Krantz, at present 
minister of public works was appointed 
to succeed M. De Preycinet Senator 
Monestler has been selected to succeed 
M. Krants aa minister of public works. 

Washington, May 8.— There reuon 
to believe tha^ President McKlniey hss 
been advised that Admiral Dewey ebn- 
templates coming home wltbln a short 
time. His return will, of course, be 
dependent upon the success of th*' com- 
mission's present negotiations with th* 
Filipinos. As soon as taey have laid 
down their arms it is expected that he 
will proceed, with the p ;tected cruiser 
Olympla, to the I'nit i States, prob- 
ably through the. Suez cunal.

Albany, May 8 — Governor Roosevelt 
has signed a bill passed by tbe legis- 
lature providing that any person con- 
nected with the police force, from com- 
missioner down to patrolman, who 
shall use hli official power either for 
or against any political party shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor. The bill 
prohibits promotions for political rea- 
sons, contributions to or collections for 
political funds, and forbids any mem- 
ber of tbe police force from being a 
member of any political cluU

Americans to Advance on a 
Large Body of the Enemy.

Manilla, May 8.— To clear the Filipl- 
ncs out of Uaidliir, alioiit five miles 
southwest of San Fernando, will be the 
next task of tbe Americans. The in- 
surgent general, Maacardo, has a fnrr r> 
of 6.000 men there, well armed in.il 
possessed of plenty of amnuuiition. 

Bacolor is well intrenched, and thou- 
sands of natives are working like bea< 
vers, digging trenches and carrying the 
dirt In baskets. Tbe enemy uses bis 
riflemen for fighting only, but compels 
the Ilolomen and Chlnet^, and even the 
women, to labor incessantly. The in- 
surgents have aa ontpost about a mil* 
beyond San l^RDsndo. with a trench 
that holds between :'i'0 piicl noo men. 
At that point several voikys were fire^ 
upon the camp of the Twentieth Kan- 
lai rsgimeiit. 

' tn the vleinity of Lagnna de Bay the 

Filipinos are extrenely active, but the 
line.'i of General Ovenshine and Colo- 
nel Wbolley, who Is commanding Gen- 
eral King's brigade during tbe latter's 
Illness, have been materially strength- 
enen. and there is no danger in that 
direction. 

The armed steamers I.agtina de Bay 
and Cavadonga, under Captain Grant, 
have gone to Ouagua, about five miles 
soiithwpft of Bacolor, presumably to 
estahlish a base of supplies for the 
troops engaged In the northern cam- 
paign. # 

It is rumored (hat Mabini, president 
of the cabinet and minister of foreign 
affairs in the so-called Filipino group, 
who is a radical. Is to be s;ui <'eeded by 
Patreno, tbe framer of the Spanish 
treaty of IIM. Thia ehaagt la regard- 
ed as afgnlfleaat at the present Junc- 
ture. 

The entrance of the Americans Into 
San Fernando was virtually unopposed. 
Tbe Filipinos^ who expected tbe in- 
vaders to approach from the sea. had 
both sides of the town strongly gjiard- 
ed, hut there was only one mile of 
trenches beyond San Tomas. Two bat- 
talions of the Fifty-first Iowa regiment, 
which swam the river north of the 
city, were smartly peppered while In 
the water, hut the enemy disappeared 
ns soon as the .\mericans reached the 
shore. In th<> meantime the hospital 
squad walkM across the bridge into 
tbe city, supposing the Americans were 
there. They encotmtered no natives. 
Before evacuating tl:e city the insur- 
gents burned tht liiirth and the pub- 
lic buildings and looted tbe Chinese 
quarters. They drove many rich FiU- 
piuos with their farallff s out of .tbo 
city before tlii i;i, as well as hundreds 
of Chinese, to pi( vent their helping the 
Americans.' Ttaey cut tbe throats of 
some. Uaay Chineie hid on rooftops 
or in cellan, and seme escaped by cut- 
ting off their queues. There are 50 
fresh Kra\-cs in the churchyard. 

The country beyond Calumpit is full 
of all sorts of ingenious trenches and 
pitfalls In tbe roads, with sharpened 
bamboo. Fortunately the Americans 
escaped the latter. 

The army is really enjoying life at 
San Fernando, which is the most pic- 
turesque Sipd wealthy town the Ameri- 
can* have entered since the occuph- 
tlon of .Manilla. It is largely built of 
stone, the river is close at hand, and 
high hill» almost surround it. Many 
sugar factories indicate a thriving in- 
dustry in that respect, and there are 
numerous fine residences. General 
MacArthur's permanent headquarters 
Is established In the best house In 
town, which is richly decorated with 
frescoes and carved woods. The troops 
are encamped around In the snlmrbs. 
and are beginning to think they may 
be quartered there during the wet ses- 
son.

IMPORTANT LIFE INSURANCE DE- 
CISION. 

The Supreme Court of Brooklyn 'a't 

week rendered one of the most important 
decisions ever handed down atlecting the 
bis life insurance companies. If this de- 
cision is alliriiied by the hitzher courts it 
will adect nearly $l.'>0,000,OaO of surplus 
accumulated by the insurance companies 
conducted upon the mutual i^rinciple. 

The court holds that the whole of the 
Hurplus and not a small part of it must 
be divided pro rata among the tontine 
policy holders or other policy holders 
whose contracts witli tlie insurance com- 
pany provide that the policies on matur- 
ity shall share in the surplus. 

Heretofiire, if a iierson who had. for 
instance, a tontine policy for fifteen years 
and who kept up his premiums, present 
ed it at maturity, he not only received 
the face value of the policy, but also a 
6h:ue 01 a o f lm',, part of the surplus. 

In the case decided last week the policy 
bolder had a tontine policy for $20,000 
(in tlie K(initaMei whii'h he kept up ami 
which matured two years ago. He not 
bis money and a share of part of the Mir- 
phi", atnoMtitin..' to ?4,000. He claimed 
that he was entitled to his pro rata share 
of the entire surplus and if he had re- 
ceived it would have been paid Sll.OoO 
instead of $4,000. The company resisted 
that claim ; he sued and at almost exact- 
ly the moment that tlie death of Presi- 
dent Hyde was announced, the Appellate 
Divisi'in handed down a decision aflirm- 
iog the' justice of this man's claims.

The heavy-weight hog ia losing his 
popularity and the middle-weight swine 
IS supplanting him in the affections of 
Americas pork consumers," says an ez- 
tluag*. "Hogs weighing from 200 to 
tSO' j^Mads probably tiow have the call in 
enr marktts. The reasons advanced for 
this change are that cotton and oil prod* 
ucts are forcing lard into the background 
by reducing the demand for it and there- 
fore its price, and that lovtra of bieahfast 
bacou do not want six inches of fat on 
their side meat. Packing houses and 
butchers report that their customers re- 
Kdrd the exceedmsly fat hog with much 
disfavor, and it ii^ thought his day will 
s )on be over. Hog raisers will, of course, 
hive to meet whatever conditions may 
arise in this regard. If the price of lard 
remains depressed, pork must be pro- 
duced for its edibility and the most money 
it will bring, rather than tor its heretofore 
great commercial product. Vbere is no 
denying the fact that many housewives 
openly express their preference for cot- 
ton seed oil products in cooking, and 
whether their tastes are wright or wrong, 
facts are facts, and our friend^ the pork 
producer, must eventually be governed 
by them." 

Over tiO.lKW horses were sold in New 
York City last year, and 68,000 died or 
were killed. 

Country (Jentleman: "Choice native 
sheep are selling about 30 cents Der 100 
pounds higher than a year ago, ana choice 
lambs about 50 cents lower. The lamb 
supply was greatly increased by the very 
high prices obtained last year." 

Some idea of how much the British 
peoi>le eat may be gathered from the 
amount ot butter and oleomargarine im- 
ported last year. Of butter the imports 
were 3J0,tMU,30O pounds, and of oleomar- 
garfaie 69,897/M)0 pounds. The butter 
imported oost the people of (ireat Brit- 
ain $99,800,855 and the oleomargarine 
$11,918,870. Denmark furnished neariy 
50 per cent, of the butter and Canada 
only about 3 per cent. 

Repreaeutativea of harvesting machine 
manufacturers, who have been traveling 
through Clark County the past month, 
report a gloomy outlook for the wheat 
crop* They say their sales have fallen 
o8 at least 60 per cent, on account of 
poor crop prospects. Most of the fields 
are thin, and many of them are being 
plowed for other oropa. Not more than 
a hfAl crop will be harvested, it is thought.

early Sunday morning. 

About 7::?0 Mr. Thomas Thomson, form- 
erly of this city, wae deliberately shot by 
Al. Scholter, in • livery ttable oondnctad 
by the Utter and Mr. Frank Boyd, a 
brother-in-law of the wounded man. 

The ball entered just under the right 
eye, and it ia thought lodgeil in tlie brain. 

After hii victim bad fallen fatally 
wounded Scholter attempted to fire a 
second shot but was prevented by a oegio 
employed in the stable. 

A few weeks ago Thomson and Scholter 
had some trouble over an election. The 

« 

former at that time was en^a^ed in the 
livery business, and shortly afterwards 
disposed of it to hii brother-in>law, Mr. 
Boyd. The latter a week or so later sold 
Scholter an interest In the stable. A iron 
safe belonging to Thomson was still in 
the stable office, and Scholter ordered 
Thomson to remove it and never set foot 
in the stable again. 

Sunday morning at the hour named, 
Thomson who was starting on a short 
trip had occasion to use a telephone. 
There was one in tb* bailding adjoining 
the stable, and a passage led from the 
stable to this building. Thomson entered 
the stable and was met by Scholter. 
The latter angrily eKclaimed, <'I tboofht 
I told you never to enter this stable 
•gain," and pulUnt; his pistol deliberately 
abot hie victim down. 

At the time be was shot Thomson was 
carrying an overcoat on one arm and had 
avalisle in his otiier hnnd.^ 

The wounded man is a brother of Mrs. 
H. L. Newell, of this city, and has many 
other relatives here. He resided in 
Maysville several years, and was popular 
amon^ his many acquaintances. He is 
married, and has two daughters. His 
wife is a daughter of the late Captain 
Boyd, of Levana. 

At last accounts the woiinded man was 
etill alive, liut his physicians had no 
iiope of his recovery.
